My dear Mr. President: 


This letter endeavors briefly te outline the mission of 
Mr. James Earle Fraser, President of the National Sculpture 
Society, and joint representative of the American Numismatic 
Society. Pa 


Mr. Fraser has been requested to submit to you facts 
regarding portrait medals of the Presidente of our country, 
and a plan whereby a very desirable improvement in their queli- 
ty may be effected. 


In the past, these portraite have been "engraved" by Mint 
officials, some of whom have had insufficient training. The 
results in some cases have been most unfortunate. The obvious 
remedy for thie condition is having these Presidential medals 
made by @ sculptor of standing who has received medallic train- 
ing. If this course could be made a precedent for succeeding 
Presidents, would there not follow a vast improvement in the 
medals for which the Government stands sponsor? 


There ie none better fitted than Mre Fraser to present this 
matter. He will explain that if there would be any advantage 
in having the making of such an official portrait of the Presi- 
dent relieved from the difficulties of previous legislative en- 
actmente, it is believed that a means can be found for having it 
issued by the Americar Numismatic Society, a national crganization 
which regularly publishes medals and which has consistently stood 
for the best possible in thie field. 


You are undoubtedly cognizant of the vast improvement in 
our coinage effected through the interest of the late President 
Rocsevelt. May we not hope that your interest will be awakened 
to the further improvement which Mre Fraser will lay before yout
